-publfe Utilities ComrnTsSton order making 
deposits by utility customers no lollgcr 
mandatory unless they are proven credit 
risks, most electric customers who have 
made deposits will be reimbursed within 
the next few months. 

The other major effect or the new PUC 
rules will be to allow customers more time 
" in whiclrto pay their monthly bills before 
they becomcpast due. 

Tuesday's PUC order establishes 
uniform deposit and termination 
procedure rules for the utilities and takes 
effect Feb. 13. The utilities have 90 days 
from that date to comply with the order.

formation officer, said the exact amount of

The company must then give ten days 
written notice of Intent to terminate ser- 
vice and must specify the reason for ter- 
mination. 

At least two days before service Is ter- 
minated, the company will be required to 
"diligently attempt, to contact the 
customer and advise him of the threatened 
termination."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Citing a serious public 
health threat, the Environmental Protection Agency . 
today announced the first rules designed to.'reduce-,. 
potential cancer-causing chemicals present in the 
•■-nath^sdrtaWnKvratersTippllesT - 

Theprogram, which could cost on Initial $450 million, 
hastwoparts: 

—Setting a standard for the amount of chloroform 
and related chemicals that may be present In tap water 
as a resultof the use of chlorine to disinfect supplies. 

—Using carbon (liters for drinking water plants 
whose ground or river supplies are' contaminated by 
organic chemicals. 

EPA Administrator Douglas CosUe said the- rules 
would eventually effect drinking water supplies used 
" by 100 million Americans: — — — — — — — — 

He estimated the cost at up to 1450 million and annual 
operating costs of M0 million with the average family 
-water bill In some areas rising by some « to HO per 
year. 

"This marks the start of the first large scale effort In 
history to deal with organic chemical contaminants in

Clyde Wlsner, a spokesman 
for a three-man NRC In- 



vestigation team, Tuesday 
estimated the plant could be 
reopened "possibly within two 
weeks." 

He said the Colorado Public 
Service Co., which owns the 
plant, must make minor 
repairs to a coolant system, 
and NRC licensing officials In 
Washington, D.C., must ap- 
prove the repairs. 

The investigation team 
arrived at (he plant Monday 
night. Wlsner said preliminary 
estimates show helium gas 
coolant seeped one to two 
hours from the nuclear power- 
plant, but only a small amount 
of radioactive Iodine 
discharged Into the at- 
mosphere.

BOISE - A lota! of 181 bills, resolutions 
and memorials has been Introduced In 

■ the Idaho Legislature during its first 18 
days In session. 

That's Jan. increase 1mm last year's 
legislative session, and at least part of the 
Increase is due to the number of measures 
that have come from the Magic Valley. 

Most area legislators nave at least one 
bill they've sponsored, co-sponsored, or 
taken a special interest In. The few who 
haven't sponsored bills still must deal with- 
the flood of proposed legislation that 
crosses their desks. 

REP. RALPH OLMSTEAD 
Rep. Ralph Olmslead, R-Twln Falls, has 
taken a special Interest In tax relief bills. 
_Monday_01msteatLbroughl_to..the_House_ 
■ HB 344' — the measure that would per- 
manently repeal the B-mlll county school ■ 
tax levy. The bill passed the House 54-16 
and now goes to the Senate. 

REP. MACK NEIBAUR 
Rep. Mack Nelbaur, R-Paul, has ad- 
i vanccd two ideas he says will reduce the 
; -size -of -government. The first measure 
; would require all legislation on the books 

■ to be reviewed by the legislature every 20 
', years. If the legislature did not re-enact 
: the legislation, it would cease to be low. 
: Tuesday the House State Affairs Com- 
; mlttee refused to print Nelbaur's bill, thus 

effectively killing ft for thfs year. 

Neibaur has also discussed introducing a 
measure which would require the removal 
of an existing law every time a new law Is 
passed. 

REP. TOM STIVERS 

Rep ; Tom Stivers,' R-Twin Fails, has _ 
introduced several measures. Two 
'proposed constitutional amendments — 
' House Joint Resolutions 5 and 6 would give 
the legislature power to Impose man- 
datory minimum sentences for com- 
mission of certain violent crimes. 



Stivm~w1lriiistr*intrwftj«f this year a • 
measure that would establish a two-year 
time limit — with a fesLexceptlons — In 
which a product's liability lawsuit may be 
riled.

. Tuesday morning the House State Af- 
fairs Committee voted to introduce 
another Stivers measure — a memorial to 
Congress calling for a constitutional 
convention. At that proposed convention, 
delegates would discuss methods by whlch 7 . 
the federal government could eliminate 
the national debt and live "wilhln a 
balanced budget," Stiveresays. 

SEN. RICHARD HIGH 
Sen. "Richard High, R-Twln Falls, has 
spent much of these first legislative days 
as chairman of - the Joint Finance- 
Appropriations Committee. That powerful 
committee considers appropriations 
measures before they are reported to the 1 
THouse and Senate. 

- High has, though, co-sponsored with Sen. 
Art Manley, D-Coeur d'AIene, a con- 
stitutional amendment which would 
change the basic taxation structure of 
Idaho. Under existing law, all Idaho 
property - regardless of use — Is taxed 
equally. The High-Manley amendment 
would create three classes of property, 
declaring' that homes and farms can be 
taxed at no more than 15 percent of their 
assessed value; businesses at no more ' 
than 20 percent; and utilities at no more 
than 30 percent. This would. place the 
largest tax burden on those most able to 
pay It, High said. 

SEN. JOHN BARKER 
Sen. John Barker, R-Buhl, has chaired 
the numerous meetings of the Senate 
Health, Education and Welfare Committee 

— one of the legislature's most active

Under this proposal a person on 
a homestead who declared bankruptcy 
would be able to keep a larger share of his 
personal belongings, Steen said. 




REP. JOHN BROOKS 
Rep. John Brooks, R-Gooding, will 
probably Introduce a right-to-work bill 
within the next week. Such a bin would 
make all union membership voluntary - 
outlawing" the union shop Job contract 
Brook's right-to-work bill was one of the 
most controversial measures in the 1977 
legislature. 

Brooks will also Introduce a companion 
measure which would make all payments 
to Idaho commodity commissions 
voluntary. Any farmer would have 20 days 
after making a payment to a commodity 
commission to have his money returned, 
Brooks said. 

Brooks is also supporting a bill which 
would establish investment credit nn a 
statewide basis.

BOISE (UPI) - Administration efforts to win (2.9- 
million in fringe benefits for state employees next year 
are not winning favor among Republican House 
members, Majority Leader Walter Little said today. 

Little said the GOP has discussed the proposals In 
caucus without reaching a consensus. But he said' 
conversation around the House Indicates many 
members feel Gov. John Evans is going too far with the 
proposals. 

Some $2 million worth of the benefits would be spent 
on denial health core for state employees, the New 
Plymouth Republican said, a benefit many private 
companies in Idaho do not offer at this time. 

In addition, he said, Evans told the leadership the 
fringe benefits are something extra for .state em* 
ployees who will not get raises because their salaries 
already are above those paid for the same work In the 
private sector. 

"If we're going to abide by the Hay Plan (a salary 
administration plan for state employees) which Is 
based on comparable pay In the private sector and If 
we give fringe benefits because they are above the 
. prival«.seclor,-w(Laro going to des!roy4ho.bw;fits of - 
the Hay Plan," he said. 

"If we adopt this it will put them above the'nrlvale 
sector," he said. "Many legislators felt they were 



going to get a' handle on state employes' pay by 
adopting the Hay Plan. 

"This will put small businesses at a disadvantage in 
. competing against the state In seeking employees." he 
said. 

Besides dental care the Increased fringe benefits 
also would Include psychiatric evaluation and In- 
creased daily hospital allowances. Little said perhaps- 
the Increased hospital allowances-are needed. 

Rfither than spend money on Increased fringe 
benefits, he said, some lawmakers would like to see 
additional funds pumped into the circuit breaker 
nroDCrty tax relief for thecldcrly. 
* The' Senate" Local Government and Taxation • 
Committee took up consideration today of the 8-mill 
property tax repealer, which would provide $18.8 tax In 
property tax relief. 

Senate minority leaders said they have asked the 
majority to delay action on the repealer, which passed 
the House Monday, so that public hearings can be held. 

But Republicans want It acted upon as fast as 
possible -so the Joint Finance-Appropriations Com*

would have authorltv to redraft the entire federal constitution. 
But the specific language In his measure would prevent this 
possibility, Slivers said. 

Two thirds of the states — or 34 states — must agree before 
such a convention would be convened. Twenty states have now 
nipde such a request. All bsf/e said the conven tion s hould be ' 
restricted Just to balanclnglbe" federal budget, Stivers said. 

In Idaho it Is Illegal for state government to operate without a 
balanced budget. Stivers said. "Idaho Is a beacon to a lot of 
states that don't have constitutional provisions (prohibiting 
state debt)," he said. If Idaho can live with a balanced budget, 
so can the federal government; Stivers added. 

In other action, the committee voted to hold Indefinitely — 
committee jargon for killing a measure — a proposal by Rep. 
Mack Neibaur, R-Paul which would have required all legislation 
In Idaho to be examined by the legislature every 20 years. If the 
legislation was not re-enacted, It would cease to be law.

-The excessive hopes about the Sadat-Bcgln 
talks hnve been followed, as usual, by excessive 
fears. Suddenly, everything that was 
proclaimed to be "wonderful" before Christ- 
mas, is now being denounced as being 
"terrible 1 ' and even Henry Kissinger, an old, 
buddy of Murphy, is recommending that we 




keep our shirts on. 

What has broken down In the Middle East is 
not "the talks," but the talking. The negotiations 
haven't ended, they haven't really started. 
Sadat and Begin haven't failed, but their Super- 
Bowl diplomacy, with TV cameras and instant- 
replays In every dining room and locker room, 
has failed, and there Is now a pause for reflec- 
tion. 

So the question now is what the Israeli and 
Egyptian Governments, and the. U.S. govern- 
ment, not just Begin, Sadat and Vance — are 
going to do with the pause, and this Is now under 
serious discussion and even dispute, here In 
Washington. 

The prevailing view within the Carter ad- 
ministration seems to be that Washington must ■ 
use Its influence on both sides to keep the 
"momentum" going. But there Is another view 
here that everybody's dizzy with "momentum," 
and maybe what the situation requires Is a 
few days or even weeks of serious private 
negotiation, and if possible, a moratorium on 
public pronouncements. Since neither side fs 
ready to "put up," according to this view, at 
least they should be willing to "shut up" and let 



everybody think before they begin talking 
again. 

Washington needs this pause almost as much 
as Jerusalem and Cairo. There is disagreement 
here about what Secretary of State Vance's role 
should be after his recent mission in the Middle 
East. Some officials are arguing that this is a 
moment in the crisis between Begin and Sadat 
for the United Slates to keep Intervening and 
defining the Carter administration's recom- 
mendations for a compromise.

The suggestion that Begin 
and.Sadat should By here to argue out their 1 
differences with President Carter, for example, 
was quickly, vetoed here, on the ground that it 
would be an embarrassment to Carter If Sadat 
and Begin had not agreed In private and In .

they met with Carter.

■■■ -BOSTert*^-Noirthr*iUcfllearlu^over,- ; lhe 
obituaries written and the speculation has 
turned - not hastily, but Inevitably - from 
Hubert Humphrey's death to his successor. 

But before we close Hie file on the man, one 
more thought about the word we heard Uie most 
In his memorials: Happiness. Never before has 
a public man been so praised for his "hap- 
piness." Never before has the funeral of a man 
of political prominence focused on his pleasure 
and exuberance. 

■ Mondale described his friend and mentor, who 
was always labeled a Happy Warrior, as a man 
who believed that "life was not meant to be 
endured, -but, rather, to be enjoyed." He 
remembered Humphrey saying again and again 
that this was the only country in Hie world that 
had "the pursuit of happiness" as a nntlonal 
goal. 

In many ways. I thought It was remarkable to 
hear such a spirited description and defense of 
happiness. But perhaps it's true. The word 
seems to have become so controversial. I see 
happiness written more often as an epithet Uian 
an epitaph. It reads more often as-a piece of 
psychobabble than as a , part of political 
philosophy. , - , , . 

In the las t several years, we have associated 
"the pursuit orira"ppine3s" _ wlth-a-klnd-of- 
- hedonism-- the wildly Indulgent behavior 
displayed by the succession ol Roman emperors 
In "I, Gaudlus," and the false euphoria of the 
leisure-time activists. Happiness seems to be 
the goal of a disillusioned people who have 
retreated from social concerns to private ones, 
and are driven by a desire to feel Rood. 

Pleasure is 'now a bun word. "Pleasure 



seekers" arc vlsuallted_as those people who 
quest exclusively after Big Sur and bigger 

orgasms: 

A phrase like "enjoyment, not endurance, 
could be the motto of people Justifying the most 
outrageous sort of irresponsible, hurtful 
behavior. It could also be the slogan for those 
who only go round once In life, and try to grab all 
the gusto for themselves.

health, occupation and freedom in all Just 
pursuits." _ , - 

Humphrey found sheer, almost physical, 
pleasure In his work because he defined it as 
working for others/ He believed that politics Is 
Ideally the business of pursuing the greatest 
amount of happiness for the greatest number of 
people. The pursuit of happiness was not a 
Justification for sclf-centeredness. It was the 
sourceof pressure forsocial change. 

The pursuit can't be Just an Individual one. It's 
ultimately as difficult lo be a totally content 
person in an unjust society as it is to enjoy a 
banquet surrounded by starving people. In the 
end, selfishness demands a strong dose of 
selflessness. - 

Similarly, by pursuing pleasure only in 
private lives, we may miss it. Hawthorne once 
' wrote- "Make It the object of pursuit and It 
leads to a wild-goose chase and is never at- 
— fflne^rToTlo^r^mtrother7)blect-and-very- 
posslbly we jnay find "that-"*^ have caught 
happiness without dreamingof It." 

Through hjs own sense of Joy and mission. 
Hymphrey showed a genuine, selfish pleasure 
that comes not only from' warm puppies but 
from a senseof generosity and public purpose.

The feeling is also growing here among the 
major advisers to the president that It is wrong 
for Vance to get involved In settling tactical or' , 
procedural points with Sadat and Begin onsuch . 

But 
Instead, this argument goes, the United States 
should stand apart on these preliminary 
questions and reserve its Influence for. the 
critical decisions on territories, boundaries, and 
fate of the Palestinians. 

There is reason for believing that the Carter 
administration does know wbat.lt wants to .. 
recommendrand whaHt will say to the Israeli - 
and Egyptian governments,- but prudently, at 
the right time. 

The official view here, as I understand it. Is 
that Washington will say to Begin quite frankly: 
We support the United Nations Security Council 
Resolution 242, now as before and we mean what 
it says: It raeans^ving up territories captured 
by Israel in the 1967 war. Including the West 
Bank. It docs not talk about the "residents" of 
Samaria and Judea. As one high official of the 
Carter administration put It: "It is territory we 
are talking about, not 'residents.' That Is the 
West Bank Israel occupied, and the West Bank 
Is part of Resolution 242 that the United States 
government supports." 

And to Sadat, IMS official added, we have to 
say,, that "self-determination"- for the- 
Palestlnlans cannot be negotiated at the present 
time: "You have to be reasonable, there must 
be a transitional phase; there must be 
arrangements so that the Israelis have a sense 
of security and don't feel threatened by the 
changes we propose." 

The officials in Washington most concerned 
with this Middle East crisis recognize that it 
will be hard for Begin and Sadat to swallow the 
compromises the Carter administration has in 
mind, but they are not pessimistic about the 
prospects In the long run. 

There Is a feeling here that Sadat d|d not pull 
out of the Jerusalem talks out of pique or anger 
at Begln's rebukes to the Egyptian foreign 
minister, but that he was trying to bring the 
wgoUatlnm to a crisis an d force the United 
States to put pressure on Israel. . 

The reaction here Is fairly clear. Washington 
Is not going to play this game. At some point It Is 
clearly going lo lean on Begin to accept U.N. 
Security Council Resolution 242, and on Sadat to 
accept some interim compromise between self- 
rule and selMetcrmmotlon for the Palestinians. 
But not now. The feeling Is"growlng here that 
everybody needs a little timeand a little silence.

WASHINGTON — Federal budgets have a' 
way of being as much political documents as 
they^arejiscal proposals, and the first Jimmy 
Carter budget unveiled to us Monday Is cer- 
tainly a goodexample. 

' For the stack of tan-covered budget booklets 
and tables, coupled with the President's tax cut 
and economic messages released Just before, is 
a classic Illustration that presiding over the 
Federal establishment Is an adventure through 
an Irretrievably tangled forest of fiscal facts of 
1 if e and political considerations. 

The necessity for Juggling both these factors 
has produced a spending package that is likely 
to be blurred with conflicting priorities. 

For Carter the conflict began right when he 
assumed office a year ago, having promised in 
his campaign to attack major American Ills — 
incluaing-those-of 1he-bHghtedTltlcs- - on-the- 
one hand, and to balance the federal budget by 
fiscal 1981 on the other. 

That would have seemed tricky enough, but it 
was only the beginning. And so It's instructive to 
look back over the course of the past year, 
leading to Carter's first budget of his very own. 

With his disciplined Intensity and engineer's 
bent. Carter took up major troubles Im- 
mediately, foremost among them being the 
energy crisis and the shaky financial condition 



of the Social Security trust funds. 

His controversial proposal to force consumers 
lo conserve gasoline by sharply increasing the 
federal tax on it Is still being hotly debated In a 
f Jousc-Senolc conference. The President finally 

"had lo go on and frame his budget without 
knowing how that will come out. That Is per- 

.plcxlng because adoption of substantial new 
energy taxes could force the administration lo 
retool Its set of tax cut and tax reform tradeoffs 
Just proposed almost before the ink on thcm.fs- 

Although it had a delayed time-bomb reaction 
lh the public mind, there is no such uncertainty , 
abouMhe result olCarter's planjgjteep Social 
Security solvent. 

- He saved the system all right, with a plan the 
experts say will keep the trust funds healthy.far 
Into the next century. But he did It by pressing 
—Congress to enac t what — most people- realized 
only belatedly — was the highest single tax 
boost ever levied on the American citizen In 
peacetime. , 

r'd so as budget tlme'approached En the late 
Carter found Himself caught between two 
Jaws of a new Social Security dilemma. On the 
one hand, he had created the very real hazard 
that angry taxpayers might take revenge on him 
by sacking Democratic congressmen and 
senatorelnriextNpvember'sdecUdn. . 



And on the fiscal side, it was likely that the 
rising Social Security payroll taxes would sop up 
enough addlUonal money from the economy to 
threaten the steady economic growth Carter has 
tried to nurture carefully in order to Increase 
- tax revenues. 

Hence, we now have th $25 billion tax cut 
proposal for 1978, which the White House 
released esterday. Intended to increase the 
funds for consumer purchases and business 
_ investments ^inUlso.offset.the Social Security, 
tax hike, for many people. ■ . 

But that, of course, seriously escalated the 
deficit to be expected from the President's fiscal 
1979 budget. ••'•/ " ...... • i 

An offsetting remedy could have been the 
massive reform of the tax system which Carter 
called In his campaign "a disgrace to the 
American people," a proposal to increase 
revenues by largely Junking the present Jerry- 
ll tays t emo fjax credit s and t ax deductions. — 
But congress I5H3 "leaders naTfflreadrwnr^ 
ned the President hto outlook was very bad for 
really sweeping tax reform on tho hill this year. 

Yet Carter wanted to bold that deficit down so 
that ha still has at least an outside chance of 
making good on his vow to eventually balance 
the federal budget. And so he coupled the tax cut 
' with a bobtalled list of reforms' which would 
offset $9.4 billion of the tax cuts; In the unlikely 
" event Congress buys the reforms. 



W7aHlNCTeN-tUP»— A m o n g t he most 
ancient and honorable implements of the 
political trade is the "trial balloon" — a 
proposal that someone wants to test In public 
before adopting oshis own. 

Trial balloons are most often launched Just 
before the climactic phase of a political battle, 
when one side is not.sure of the outcome and is - 
trying to find out If a deal can be made. 

Sometimes trial balloons are intended to get a. 
response from the opposition, in which case the 
"origin of the proposal might be anonymous. But 
they also can be used by a leader to assess the 
reaction of his own supporters to a compromise. 
In that case, it must be clear to the supporters 
that the balloon arose from their own side of the 
battle lines. 

That being noted, attention is called to an 
article in the most recent issue of the newsletter 
of the Citizens for the Republic, the political

The newsletter Included a report by Lyn 
Nofzlger, executive director of the committee, 
on n meeting between Panama's Gen. Omar 
Torrilos and two U.S. senators, Paul Laxalt of 
Nevada and Bob Dole of Kansas.

Nofziger did not have anything good to say 
about the treaties or Torrijos. But we also did 
not call the Panamanian president anything 
worse than "dictator" (other opponents have 
labeled Torrijos a communist and a drug 
pusher), and he did not double damn the mere 
idea of -lessening UJS. control over the canal 
zone. 

Instead, Nofiiger stressed the same theme as 
Senate Republican Leader Howard Baker after 
a visit with Torrijos: The Panamanian leader is 
not locked into a position that requires 
ratification of the canal treaties as presently 
written and does not insist that approval come 
by April. 

Baker Is widely believed to be seeking a way 
to support some kind ot canal treaty without the 
appearance of caving hVW White House and 
eastern establishment Republican pressure. 
Changes In the language of thejrcatles at his 
behest might do that forhlm. 
" But"ruMgaKhas~no'reason"to"try to placate' 
Carter or the Republican center and left. That Is 
why thcNofriger report was surprisingly mild. 

In the same Issue of the newsletter, Reagan 
himself discussed the treaties In relatively cool 
terms, expressing concern that ''each one has a 
flawwflcKraay actually bringon problem's?'

"Mr. Waldron was singing ...in a high 
pitched voice," Margulles said.

WASHINGTON — The projected sale of large 
numbers of the United States' most modern 
aircraft to Saudi Arabia and Israel has raised 
major policy problems for the Carter ad- 
ministration in the Middle East and on Capitol , 
Hill. 

Administration officials said that unless there 
Is a high-level decision by President Carter to 
alter plans In the next week or so, the United 
States is about to announce formally the sale of 
60 FISs, the Air Force's most advanced fighter, 
toSnudl Arabia, at a cost of 51.5 billion. 

The administration also has under, active 
-Tflnglrtnrq Hnp nn Israeli req uest to, purchase- 150 



F16S, another up-to-date fighter, worth $4.5 
billion, and on additional 25 F15s to complement 
an earlier sale of 25 F15s. 

But officials said no decision had been made 
on the sale to Israel, and the latest political 
developments in the Middle East may lead to a 
delay In the decision so as not to exacerbate 
relations with Egypt nt this critical point In the 
negotiations. 

The Egyptians, seeking American arms ns 
well, may receive some FSEs, a relatively 
Inexpensive fighter, but no final decision on 
that sale has been made yet either. 

For different reasons,, officials said these 
deals were potentially as controversial as any In 
recent years. 

In addition to, these Middle East sales, the 
administration disclosed to .Congress Monday 
Uiat it would sell to Indonesia a quadron of 12 F5 
fighters, plus four F5F trainers, at a cost of 1120 
million, as part of a plan to modernize that 
country's antiquated air force. 

The move was Justified because of uncertainly 
over whether Vletnom might use force to seize 
disputed off-shore oil deposits In the region. 

The sale of 60 F15s to Saudi Arabia has been 
under consideration for some time, ever since 
the Ford administration pledged to supply 
modern replacement for the aging British 
lightnings.

In 
1975 the Ford administration promised to sell 
the Israelis the F16 and FI5 to replace the F4 in 
the 1980s.

HA1LEY - A complex legal battle, which tied up key 
properties In the country's oldest resort and threatened 
millions of dollars In damages, ended Monday when 5 th 
District Judge Douglas Kramer ruled in favor of the 
former resort owner and denied two California 
developers' daims lo the property. 

For more than a year, the mulll-milllon dollar 
lawsuit between the former Sun Valley Co. and Dwlght- 
Fcnton and Company had clouded title to ap- 
proximately « acres of land at the heart of the Sun 
Valley resort. 

Former Sun Valley Resort owner William Janss was 
hand-tied by the suit which prevented him from selling 
these key properties last April to current resort owner 
Earl Holding. 

Holding, as well, had been blocked from doing any 
major devdopment fn the core of Sun Valley by the 
litigation, which tied up development rights as well as 
property rights. 

But on Monday Kramer ruled Janss had clear title to 
the property and he denied Dwlght-Fenton's claim to 
certain rights In the property gathered through 9 
proposed land devdopment deal two years ago. 

"I fed happy about the results and I fed the results 
are appropriate," Janss, who Is now a consultant to the 
new Sun Valley Company, commented Monday. "... I 



think Mr. Holding win he relieved because now the 
(Sun Valley) mall is his and now he can get Into the 
planning of the shops..." 

For Janss - who had lived with the constant 
headache oi the douded property and the threat to him 
of millions of dollars In damage claims — the future 
has suddenly d eared up: "There are Investments that 
I'll be making and 1 think It's Just sort' of lime for 
consolidation of my mind," he said. 

Sun Valley Director of Operations, Waliy Huffman, 
remarked that "Sun Valley is very pleased with the 
decision which we fed is very fair and just We now 
plan to take an active part in the management of the 
Sun Valley Mall."- - 

But it has long been expected that the losing party in 
the case would appeal the decision to the Idaho 
Supreme Court. Dwight-Fenton, however, had no 
comment Monday on any future course of action In the 
suit. 

The long and often bitter lawsuit emerged from the 
broken plans of the two companies to develop a multi- 
million dollar village center in the approximately 40- 
acre core area of the famous resort. 

When the devdopment plans (ell through In the 
spring of 1976. a suit and counter suit, wilh total 
damage dalms conceivably ranging up to 133 mQIioc, - 
were soon filed. Both sides, d aimed the other was 
responsible for the broken deal. 



After a three-week trial In September which- 
produced 2.S31 pages of testimony and approximately 
200 exhibits, Kramer deckled in iavor of Sun Valley.

-Did Sun Valley tiy to prevert Dwight-Fenton from 
procuring itnanebyi to make the March payment and 
was Dwigfat-Feritnri milt led to equitable rorfcttore? 

From the evidence -presented- to him, Knxaa. . 
determined that Sun Valley rightfully terminated a 
lease: thai no mortgage existed; that no cure period 
was due to Dwight-Fenton; that Dwight-Fenton was 
not guilty of actionable fraud or conversion of funds: 
that Sun Valley was entitled to dear property title; 
that neither party was entitled to any other relief 
against the other and that neither side was entitled to 
attorney fees. .

He said he gave test data to 
pacemaker manufacturers 
" and the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. "As a result, 
over the last few years, 
manufacturers recognised the 
potential tor interference and 
corrected the problem. 

"Our opinion, on the basis of 
tests made last year. Is that all 
current state-of-the-art 
devices have very good 
— electromagnetic-- ccjnpat- 
ability charocterliatlcs," 
Mitchell soys'. 

He explained the tests were 
done In the most sensitive 
devices on the market, where 
any effect would likely show 
up- ■ 

"With the current devices, I 
don't expect any adverse ef- 
fect under any norma) ex- 
posure conditions, That would 
Include law enforcement 
radar, that would include 
microwave ovens," he added. 

"I'm not saying absolutely 
that it could not happen, but 
the probability of it happening 
is extremely low today," 
Mitchell continued. He said the 
early problems were virtually 
eliminated when manufac- 
turers began providing 
shielding around the elec- 
tronics In pacemakers and to 
put filters on leads going lo the 
• heart so signals-could not-bc- 
plcked up that would shut off 
the devices. 



Hugh Denny, principal 
research engineer at the 
Engineering Experiment 
Station for Georgia Institute of 
Technology in Atlanta, Ga., 
said he Is not aware of any 
problems with Jaw. en- 
forcement radar on 
pacemakers.

TWIN FALLS - Magic Valley Memorial Hospital recently 
acquired a Scarlc DiRlsonlc Ultrasound machine which can 
make a "map" of certain interior regions of a patient's body 
without exposing him to any form of radiation. 

, . The machine promises to be useful In diagnosing many dlf- 
ferent kinds of ailments without X-rays, according fo radiologist 

— Dr.CrcgoryD.McKlm. - -- : - 

Because It uses sound bounced off organs and other Interior 
parts, the MO.ooo Ultrasound machine can map out the position 
of a fetus prior to birth, can detect the difference between 
tumors and cysts and can perform a variety of other functlwft 
which could save surgery for a patient, McKlm says. 

Like the high-pitched squeek.emltted by hots or the beep of a 
sonar unit In a submarine, the ultrasound machine emits a beam ' 
of sound at a pulse, rate of 600 per second from a movable 
transducer passed over the patient's body. 



The transducer picks up the reflected echoes and displays 
them on a television screen In a cross-sectional pattern, 
disclosing outlines of organs and other structures Inside .the 
patient, 

A trained physician can rend the cross-section and rule out the 
need for exploratory surgery, according toMcKlm. 

The machine Is especially useful In differentiating fluid filled 
.structures from solid and a physician can tell If a lump Is a cyst 
(or a solid tumor and can decide If surgery Is necessary or if a 
[needle could be used to drain the cyst. 

It Is useful In such differentiation in such organs as the 
thyroid, liver, pancreas, spleen and kidney, and can also be used 
to diagnose enlargement of blood vessels. - 

The machine does not replace many usca,of the X-ray since it 
cannot penetrate bone and is not useful in areas of the body 
where there are large amounts of air such as In the lungs or 
bowel.

CORVALLIS, Ore. (UPI) — A chirp of love is being 
used by Oregon State University scientists to fool 
mating Doug! as- fir bark beetles. 

The scientists say they hope to turn off the 
reproduction process of the bark beetle at limes there 
Is danger of an epidemic infestation that could destroy 
large, amounts of timber. They say California is 
currently suffering the worst such epidemic since 1920 
because of the number of trees down from high winds. 

Julius Rudinsky, OSU entomologist, has found that a 
female bark beetle finds a newly fallen or weakened 
stunning tree, bores Into the bark and releases an at- 
testant aroma with a bouquet of many smells. This 




attracts any male or female beetles in tbe area. 

A male beetle announces his arrival at tbe scene by 
chirping, the female chirps back and then they both 
release an antl-attractant aroma to turn off tbe influx 
of beetles from the surrounding area. Tbe mate then 
follows tbe female Into the bole where they mate, with 
a new generation of beetles emerging the next year. 

If the beetles emerge In large numbers from many 
downed trees, they will even attack healthy tres and 
could start an epidemic infestation, Rudinsky said. 

Rudinsky recorded chirping of man y bark beetles 
and analyzed It, and broke the code." 

Then with help of tape recording equipment and 
oscilloscope analyzing devices, Lee Ryker, OSU 
bloaccustic expert, -Isolated on recording tape the 
chirping sounds-that trigger the release of the anti- 
attractant. The anti-attractant was captured and 
chemically analyzed. 

"We were looking for a way to fool the beetles," said 
Rudinsky. -"If we keep tbem from mating, populations 
will never expand to epidemic proportions.
